The  Sink  and  Clean¬ 
ing  Center  should  be  located  between  the  other  two.  The  Food 
Storage  Center,  including  the  refrigerator,  is  handiest  near  the 
rear  entrance  where  deliveries  are  received.  The  Cooking  and 
Serving  Center,  with  the  stove  or  range,  is  most  convenient  on 
the  side  of  the  kitchen  closest  to  the  dining  room.  Where  this 
arrangement  is  not  possible,  Coppes  Napatiee  Kitchen  Special¬ 
ists  will  readily  show  you  how  to  plan  and  equip  your  kitchen 
some  other  way  without  sacrifice  of  efficiency  or  appearance.

LUMBER — All  lumber  used  in  Napanee  kitchen  equipment  is  selected  hardwood, 
properly  and  carefully  kiln-dried  before  being  put  into  the  process  of  manufacture. 
The  all-wood  construction  helps  soundproof  the  kitchen  from  clanking  kitchen 
noises  so  irritating  to  the  nerves  of  busy  housewives. 

HARDWARE  —  All  hardware  used  in  Napanee  kitchen  equipment  is  polished 
chromium  or  a  combination  of  chromium  and  bakelite.

All  tops  and  back  splashers  have  a  li/g"  7-ply 
water-proof  base,  and  will  not  separate  even  when 
severely  tested  by  immersion  in  water  for  months. 

In  applying  linoleum  tops,  only  heavy  gauge  Vs" 
thick  linoleum  is  used,  in  a  wide  selection  of  colors 
and  in  both  plain  and  marbleized  patterns.  The  fin¬ 
ished  top  including  base  and  linoleum  measures 
1^4"  thick  and  1%"  overall  with  molding  applied. 
The  molding  is  held  water-tight  with  invisible 
bolts  at  8"  intervals. 

Back  and  end  splashers  are  fastened  to  the  top 
with  3"  No.  12  screws  at  6"  intervals,  A  white  metal 
feather-edged  quarter  round  is  squeezed  between 
splasher  and  top  making  an  absolute  water-proof 
joint.  Splashers  are  bound  with  linoleum  held  with 
water-proof  glue — or  stainless  steel  edging  held 
with  invisible  fastenings. 

Stainless  steel  tops  are  I6  gauge,  have  the  same 
base  foundation  and  are  applied  in  the  same  manner 
as  linoleum  tops.  The  wood  base  absorbs  metallic 
sound,  making  a  dead  quiet  work  surface,  and  of 
course,  the  stainless  steel  will  not  chip  or  crack. 
With  a  stainless  steel  top  and  stainless  steel  bowl, 
the  surface  steel  is  soldered  directly  to  the  bowl.  In 
stainless  steel  top  with  porcelain  bowl,  the  sur¬ 
face  steel  is  soldered  to  a  special  stainless  steel  sink 
molding,  against  which  the  porcelain  sink  is  held 
up  from  below  and  can  be  easily  removed.  All 
stainless  steel  molding  is  soldered  around  the 


surface  of  the  work  top  to  make  it  water-tight 

Porcelain  sinks  are  held  in  the  top  by  galvanized 
angles  fastened  with  l"  No.  12  cadmium  plated 
screws.  Coppes  Napanee  special  sink  molding  over¬ 
caps  the  width  of  sink  rim.  The  underside  of  the 
molding  has  space  for  a  generous  amount  of  plastic 
compound,  which  makes  a  water-tight  union  with 
the  sink  rim.  The  molding  is  of  satin  white  metal. 

Tops  are  made  in  one  piece  or  in  separate  sec¬ 
tions — as  far  as  practical.  If  made  in  several  sec¬ 
tions,  a  feather-edged  astragal  metal  strip  is  fas¬ 
tened  to  one  section — and  then  when  set  together, 
one  piece  overlaps  another  in  a  neat,  tight  joint. 
The  bottom  of  the  joint  is  held  together  by  a  steel 
plate  running  the  full  width  of  the  top. 

Another  important  feature  of  a  Coppes  sink — is 
that  in  using  deck  type  faucets,  a  brass  sleeve  is 
installed  for  each  stem  to  pass  through — so  de¬ 
signed  as  to  take  the  crushing  pressure  off  the 
plumbers  wrench  in  connecting  up  the  faucets.  It 
is  imperative  to  know  the  kind  and  style  of  fixtures 
to  be  used  before  construction  starts. 

Many  other  advantages  of  Coppes  construction 
could  be  pointed  out  if  space  permitted.  Few  firms 
in  the  country  have  had  the  experience  and  are  so 
equipped  to  build  sinks  and  counter  tops  of  such 
lasting  fine  quality,  and  above  all,  this  is  one  part 
of  the  kitchen — almost  more  than  any  other — that 
really  demands  the  attention  of  experts.
